May hds been sent to fifteen 
i years’ penal servitude,.the worst wom- 
ian in. the world is in her right place. 
Neither in fiction nor in real life could 
such a virago be met with. She literal- 
ly revelled in viee and crime, enlisting 
the beauty of her face anc the charm 
of her manner into her nefarious ser- 
‘vice. She bewitched men of all types, 
though in her latter days her associates 
were wholly of the swell criminal 


C128. 

It was not so much the cleverness of 
the law as her habits that brought 
her to this long term imprisonment 
at last. For many years the faascinat- 
ing. hanusome, cunning, cool and wun- 
scrupulous women had been a victim 
to the opium habit. It was this fatal 
drug that finally dulled her natural 
shrewdness and le@ her into the des- 
perate compact with the man Smith, 
who planned to kill Edvfe Guerin and 
has now gone to imprisonment for life. 

From her earliest girlhood up till 
now the lHfe of Chicago May hs been 
replete with enterprise and adventure. 
Her varible wild and romantic nature, 
uncurbed by any moral senge, soon SUC- 
cumbed to the allurements of crime. 

Born in Ireland. 

The daughter of a respectable farmer 
in the west of Ireland, where she was 
born thirty-five years ago, May Vivi- 
enne Churehill—or May Sharp, to give 
her her proper name—was actually ed- 
ucated under the benignant influence 
of a convent school, But at the early 
age of sixteen her ambitious brain 
cherished visions of liberty and con- 
quest on the other side of the Atlantic, 
She emigrated to Nebraska, U. 8. A., 
and for a little while assisted her un- 
cle in his bome. Very quickly she tirea 
of the dull routine of domestic life and 
hied away to New York. By this time 
she had developed fnto a tall and beau- 
tiful girl, not too young to be conscious 
of her attractiveness. Her beauty 
proved her downfall. 

She easily procured employment in 
a minor part in a traveling theatrical 
company. 

She subsequently returned to New 
York, and became a chorus girl. In 
this capacity she had what she re- 
gardea as the good fortune to be s- 
lected as one of the Salvatfon lasses 
forming part of the chorus of “The 
Belle of New York,” which was then 
just starting upon its prosperous 
career. It was while in the chorus of 
‘The Bélle of New York” that May 
Vivienne Churchill, as she was known 
on the stage, met her fate.

Her freedom from arrest during her 
career in‘: New York was remarkable, 
but understandable under the circum- 
stances; but on Christmas Eve, '1896, 
Chicago May was arrested on a charge 
of grand larceny. Jacob Flammer, son 
of a police magistrate, had the courage 
to come forward and tell his story in 
court. He stated that he had taken 
Chicago May for a sleigh drive, and 
that they had visited a hotel. Accord- 
ing to Flammer, he caught Chicago 
May in the act of taking a roll of notes 
from his pocket. Chicago May behaved 
in characteristic fashion. When he ac- 
cused her of the theft, she retaliated 
by charging him with stealing one of 
her rings. A violent quarrel that fol- 
lowed brought the proprietor of the 
house into the room, and in the subse- 
quent argument Chicago May displayed 
another side of her versatile character 
by smashing a water-jug over the pro- 
prietor’s head. They were finally ex- 
pelled from the hotel.

It follows, 
on this view, that there is no uSe ll 
attempting an appeal to Hnglish No- 
tions of justice or to any constitutional 
argument. Men who encourage Irishmen 
to make this appeal are merely encour- 
aging Ireland to waste her energies. 
Parliamentary agitation is worthless, 
Parnell, indéed produced agp effect, but 
he did so by the weapon of obstruction, 
not by argument. That weapon has now 
been rendered ineffective, and conéec- 
quently, say the advocates of Sinn Fein, 
every shilling that is spent in maintain- 
ing an Irish party at Westminster Is 
wasted.

Boycotting Westminster. 


Eighteen thousand pounds of irisn 
money (by their reckoning) is annually 
spent in this way, and might be more 
profitably employed.

These are, I think, the main reasons 
for which the most definite part of tne 
Sinn Fein policy is advocated—that all 
members chosen in the home rule inter- 
est should remain in Ireland, and refuse 
to take any part in the proceedings of 
parliament. They would not, however, 
be exempted from legislative duties, 
since they would sit as a national coun- 
cil, or.as part of a national council, in 
Dublin, and would issue edicts possess- 
ing the moral force of laws, enforced 
by the sanction of public opinion. The 
money which at present supports the 
parliamentary party should be devoted 
to maintaining an Irish consular ser- 
vice to push the interest of Trish com- 
merce in foreign capitals. 

Voluntary Justice. 


It is always assumed in this connee- 
tion that the money will continue to 
come in automatically; but It may be 
observed that there is no ground for 
assuming that Irishmen, at home and 
abroad, will spend money to carry out 
this new policy. 

Likewise, in regard to another pro- 
posal, that volunteer tribunals should 
be appointed to administer justice with- 
out the Intervention of judges appoint- 
ed by the stranger, there is no evi- 
dence that these findings would be 
sought or enforced. On the whole ffie 
civil law is trusted in Ireland, and 
criminal courts command popular sup- 
port, except when a political color en- 
ters into the issue. 

Briefly, however, the Sinn Fein 
scheme, ac a whole, proposes that Ire- 
land should be encouraged, and Wurope 
impressed, by the spectacle Of 4n as- 
sembly sitting in Dublin without sanc- 
tion of parliament, legislating without 
consent of parliament, developing ILrish 
industry and commerce without consent 
of parliament, and in truth the union 
would be repealed de facto by the sole 
act of Ireland, if the scheme worked in 
its entirety. Most of us, however, do 
not believe that such a machinery could 
be set in operation in any country by 
any people, side by side with the ex1st- 
ing machinery of law and taxation. 


Passive Resistance the Weapon. 


This machinery it ts proposed to dis- 
locate by passive resistance, The Sinn 
Fein party differs from all previous ex- 
treme parties in Ireland (there is 4al- 
Ways an extreme party) in that it does 
not advocate physical force. Passive 
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resistance it holds is irresistible, Hun- 
gary won her independence by refusing 
to send members to the Austrian pariia- 
ment, and by resisting taxes, and lre- 
land will do the same. 


Unluckily it is very difficult to resist 
the taxes in Ireland. The county coun-

cils which control affairs locally, could, 
indeed, refuse to strike a rate but the 
inconvenience accasioned would be fei:

These considerations have 
weighed, and Mr. John Sweetman, one 
of the cheif personages of the move- 
ment, has not persuaded the Meath 
county council, of which be is chair- 
man, to attempt any of these experi- 
ments. Neither has any step been 
taken by him, or by the official head of 
the organization, Mr. Edward Martyn, 
to resist payment of income tax, al- 
though this impost, being directly lev- 
iea, offere the obvious field for passive 
resistance.

Booming Irish Industries. 


Another mode of attack is a propa- 
ganda against enlistments, with which 
all nationalists have great sympathy, 
for, while Ireland is held in the last 
resort by force of arms, no Irishman 
should be willing to help to hola down 
his own country. Unhappily the class 
sists on the inclusion of Irish as a 


on an abstract view of duty. 

On its constructive side the Sinn Fein 
policy aims generally at a development 
of Irish industries, and at the revival 
of the Irish tongue. It advocates buy- 
ing Irish made goods by preferenee—a 
sort of vg@lunteer protection—and in- 
Sists on the inclusion of Irih as a 
qualifying subject for-appointment to 
all posts. 

These same views are advocated by 
the Irish parliamentary nationalists, 
and in this matter the Sinn Fein party 
has nothing distinctive, except its eag- 
erness to claim credit for all the work 
that has been dose by the Gaelic 
League—a non-p titical organization, 
largely, if not mi nly, composed of or- 
dinary nationalists—and by the vari- 
ous industrial associations in which 
men like Sir Horace Plunkett and Nis 
friends have been honorably conspicu- 
ous. I could name Irish industries es- 
tablished of late years by Irishmen of

Change for the Sake of Change. 

I have now outlined the theory and 
practice of Sinn Fein as I understand 
it. It rests largely on violent assertion 
of the fnherent vices of Englishmen 
and virtues of Irishmen. But in truth, 
although its theory does not appear to 
me consistent with the facts, it has a 
power in that it is a new policy, an 
extreme policy (at least in theory), and 
a policy which appeals to the imagina- 
tion. 

Throughout three-fourths of Ireland 
for a generaltion now there has been 
no national political division. Every 
one is nationalist, that is to say, de- 
sirous of a change which does not come 
about. In such districts, under home 
rule parties would form at once nat- 
urally as in other countries and this 
unnatural unity has bred an impulse 
to differ almost for the sake of differ- 
ing. All nationalists desire the same 
end—freedom; and of course while 
the colonial status is no more attain- 
able than the position of a sovereign 
state it igs more attractive to demand 
the latter. Again where constitutional 
means have been tried so long without 
success the advocacy ef a change to 
unconstitutional means is sure to be 
listened to. 

Doubtless many adherents of thie 
Sinn Fein party believe that it is really 
only a mask for preparations of physi- 
cal force and even the accesion of Sir 
Thomas Esmonée the least likely man 
in Ireland to embark on so rash an en- 
terprise, will not dash their hopes 

But no man who has been prominent 
in Irish politics, either as a thinker. 
a speaker or a fighter, and no man who 
has made considerable sacrifice for his 
conviction, has as yet shown the least 
inclination towards this new and ro- 
mantic political heresy.

As 
will be generally known in America 
before this is printed, he is crossing 
the Atlantic shortly, and will attend 
the general Episcopal convention which 
opens at Richmond, Va., on October 2. 
He has the most picturesque person- 
ality of any of the dignitaries of ths 
established church, and, in view of 
his approaching visit, some account of 
him may be of interest to American 
readers. 

The popular notion of a bishop is a 
man with a pompous manner, a portly 
frame and spindle-shanked legs clad in 
gaiters. Barring the gaiters, Dr. In- 
gram does not look a bit like this 
tvpe which irreverent English car- 
toonists have made so familiar. He is 
slight, spare and lean. He is always 
on the move, which kteps him trained 
down fine, like an athlete. He is too 
rushed to bother about dignity. For 
the same reason he indifferent to 
his personal appearance. His hat al- 
ways looks as though it would ex- 
tinguish him. His collars don't fit. En- 
thusiastic maiden ladies describe his 
face as that of a mediaeval saint. 
the typical face for a mediaeval saint 
is thin and brown and expresses a min- 
gled keenness, kindness and humofP, 
then the bishop has one. In all p 
ability he has never thought about’ 
himself.

'* He Is a Basy Bishop. 

He has the well-merited reputation 
of keeping busier than any other man 
fn London. Certainly no cabinet min- 
ister or member of parliament works 
so hard for his country as Dr. Ingram 
does for his church. But hard work 
never troubled him. He is used to it. 
He

entirely to hard work. He worked hard 
at Oxford, taking both an excellent 
degree in the schools and on the river, 
for he was a fine oarsman. He worked 
hard as a clergyman in the west of 
England, where he showed that he was 
a man to be reckoned with. He work- 
ed harder still when at the age of 30 
he became the head of Oxford house, 
one of the pioneer college settlements 
in the east end—the slum end—of 
London. 

It was there he developed his organiz- 
ing capacity. It was there he learned

perform with considerable: success, and, 
he once declared, “every clergyman who 
understands not only his own business, 
but what is more important, his Mas- 
ters business, must learn to practice.”

When the clergy- 
man calls, as Dr. Ingram once _  ex- 
plained, “after some time a little girl 
and you hear a voice 
from the washtub at the back ask, ‘who 
is that, Sally?’ Sally shots back, ‘Please, 
mother, it’s Religion’’’—a phrase which 
bishop believes need all a man’s 
presence of mind to combat. With the 
door opened the clergyman gently insin- 
uates hie foot between it and the door- 
post so that it cannot be shut easily, 
and thus he gets a chance of speaking 
for a few minutes, at all events, though 
it is “ruination to the boots and some- 
times hurts the toes,’’ 


He Is a Teetotalist. 


Most bishops preach temperance, but 
don’t practice total abstinence. Dr. In- 
gram does both. He believes in teeto- 
talism for itself, and regards it as an in- 
dispengable qualification in anyone who 
wishes to advance the cause of tem- 
perance among the intemperate. At a 
meeting of workmen, one day, he was 
discussing the :sual questions when one 
of the men shouted, ‘“‘Are you a ‘tot’?” 
“Of course I am,’’ was the response. ‘‘A]] 
right, then,” said the workman; “fire 
away. If you waé6n’'t, I wouldn’t listen 
to you.” 

Dr. Ingram won the real affection of 
the poor people “down east,”’ by his gen- 
uine kindness, his free and easy man- 
ners with them, and by acting always 
up to his motto, “Don’t be afraid to be 
human.” He often sadutes an irreclaima- 
ble old ruffian with a genial “Hello, old 
boy!’ On One occasion he lent a seedy 
individual his great coat and it never 
returned. He has been censured by a 
parochial relief committee for giving 
away half-crowne too freely and indis- 
criminately. 

Instead of treating infidels with sacer- 
dotal scorn and contempt and heaping 
anathemas upon them he has frequently 
engaged in open air debates with them in 
the parks on Sundays. And if they did 
not always find his logic convincing they 
learned to esteem and respect the man. 
As illustrating his relations with them, 
a friend of his tells an anecdote. On 
one occasion he was with Dr. Ingram at 
a bustiing railway station when the 
bishop was, accosted by a somewhat {m- 
posing dignitary ef the church who en- 
tered inte grave talk with him. Sud- 
denly Mr. Ingram said: ‘‘Pardon me,” 
and hastening after a rough-looking man 
who was passing, hailed him heartily, and 
the greeting was as heartily returned. 
“Whoever was that?’ asked the elder 
dignitary, somewhat pompously when Dr. 
Ingram had rejoined him. “Oh,” was the 
reply, “‘that’s one of the cleverest of 
my infidel opponents in Victoria Park 
We always have a chat when we meet.”

At Home Everywhere. 
It is a singular proof of his power 
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to adapt himself to the varying sec- 
tions of humanity that go to the mak- 
ing of the multitudinous Ife of his 
vast dioceses that he is equally a fa- 
vorite in Buckingham palace and in the 
slums of Whitechapel. 

He wins by sympathy, he compares by 
his great humanity. He is tn no sense 
@ great scholar; he has been far too busy 
for that, and for hair-splitting theology 
he cares not a jot, but he understands 
human nature and its needs, and he 
knows how to get a hearing for his mes- 
sage. 

A remarkable instance of this was wit- 
nessed at the great workingmen’s meet- 
ing held at the church congress a few 
years ago. There was a vast hall crowd- 
ed from end to end with keen, hard- 
headed artisans. And, confronting them 
in unserried ranks, were rows wpon rows 
of gaitered bishops, deans and archdea- 
cons—the personification of the stiff, 
starchy conventionalism of the Angelican 
church. The force of contrast could hard- 
ly further go. Suddenly a tall, slight, 
kkeen-faced, clean-shaven mant, with a 
bright smile and an irresistible magnet- 
ism about him. sprang to his feet, and 
in the twinkling of an eye a great roar 
of applause rattled up to the very raft- 
ers.

I) Tinkering With the Army 
of King Edward, 


Costly Barracks Erected to Accom- 
modate Twice as Many Troops 
as Could Occupy Them—Thou- 
sands Are Thrown Away 
on Balloon Sheds, 


Jpecial Cable. 

London, August 17.—For years 
Past successive secretaries of state have 
been tinkering with John Bull’s army. 
They begin by making great promises of 
eweeping reformations and they end by 
leaving things as bad or worse than they 
found them. Of this a striking illus- 
tration has just been furnished by the 
report of the committee of public °c 
counts, which has veen issued as a par- 
liamentary paper. It is a startling rec- 
ord of the scandalous was.e of public 
money through the incompetence of Ofti- 
cers charged with important administra- 
tive functions—the same thing which 
caused so many “regrettable incidents’’ 
in the South African war. 

Of the numerous cases cited, it will 
suffice to mention only a few. At Alder- 
shot $20,000 was expended on a shed 
to provide accommodation ior the con- 
struction of a big military balloon, So 
slowly did the manufacture of the bal- 
loon proceed, . owever, that by the .1n 
it was nearly finished a lot of the 
buildings had arisen in the immediate 
vicinity and crowded so thickly about 
the shed that the balloon could not be 
gotten out of it and given a chance to 
scar. The shed had to be taken down 
and re-erected elsewhere and the job 
this time cost $50,000. 

At Tidworth nearly $5,000,000 was ex- 
pended in building barracks for eignt 
{infantry regiments, though accommoda- 
tion for only four was needed. The sur- 
plus barracks are being altered at con- 
siderable cost. to house a cavairy regi- 
ment and other troops. Quite recentiy 
$750,000 was spent on the erection of a 
mounted infantry school at East Bulford. 
‘That school has now been closed: the 
money has been lost. Near Fermoy $1785.- 
000 was expended on the purchase of a 
site for another mounted infantry school. 
Then the war office solons decided that 
they did not want a schoo! there, eitner. 
Meanwhile, nobody has lost his job in 
consequence of these colossal blunders 
and nobody is to be prosecutea. The 
niost discouraging feature of the rernort 
fs the statement made by the commit- 
tee that it is without assurance thet a 
more satisfactory result may be expect- 
ed in the future, “as the military di- 
rectors who now frame estimates and 
contrel the progress of expenditure are 
transient officers who only get to know 
their work thoroughly by the time they 
have to go.” 

Which means that the tinkering policy 
pursued by successive secretaries of state 
is a hopeless failure and that things are 
getting worse instead of better. ‘The 
root of the trouble lies in the fact that 
the army is regarded as a Sort of pre- 
serve for tne sons of the aristocracy on 
of wealthy men.

ONDON, August 10.—This is the pe- 
o riod in London's theatrical year 
when actors have to take back 
seats. Dramatists are the people now, 
and they are simply swarming in the 
metropolis at present, most of the Eng- 
lish ones who live out of London having 
come to town to confer with managers, 
and a good many American and French 
authors being ‘here, too, either on busi- 

ness or pleasure. 
Prominent in the throng is H. V. Bs- 


mond, a young English actor-dramitist 
of whom 4 good deal was heard, partic- 
ularly in the United States, a few years 
ago, but who then rather dropped out 
of sight as a playwright, though he has 
kept om acting right along. Esmond 
wrote “When We Were Twenty-One,” 
it may be remembered, and “One Sum- 
mer’s Day,” and rather big things were 
prophesied for him, but the pieces with 
which the followed these successes did 
not prove money-makers. Most people 
in London conchuded that he had thrown 
aside his pen in disgust, but apparently, 
f-~ from being discouraged he has been 
u*ting plays hardeer than ever, all the 
ime, no less than three pieces from his 
pen being announced by different man- 
agements. Owe of these, as I wrote last 
week, found a purchaser in Cyril Made, 
and for a little while looked like being 
produced at once, owing to the chilly 
reception given to Maude’s present piece, 
the American ‘Earl of Pawtucket,” by 
the London critics and “first nighters.’’ 
According to all accounts, however, the 
rest of the playgoing public likes the 
“Earl a good deal better than the 
“wise omes” did; in fact, Gus Thomas’ 
comedy now looks like duplicating its 
American success at the Playhouse, so 
the Esmond play which Maude has up 
his sleeve ig not lHkely to be needed for 
long time. 

Meanwhile Londoners are looking for- 
ward with no little anticipation to the 
second of Esmond’s new pieces, which, 
as the cable dispatches may have an- 
rounced, will be produced at the Lyric 
at the beginning of next season by Max- 
ine Elliott, who, with Nat Goodwin, 
found so much fortune with “When We 
Were Twenty-One.’’ She has not been 
seen here since her appearance two years 
ago in Clyde Fitch’s “Her Own Way,” 
and Liondonerg are glad to welcome her 
back, especially as it is announced that 
Esmond’s play, which is called, ‘““Under 
the Greenwood Tree,” is on the lines of 
his successful “Summer's Day. It has 
nothing to do, by the way, with Hardy’s 
novel, but is described as “an open air 
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Powell said, ‘“‘They join the army unable

The British army will 
continue to be the costiis. aa 
efficient of any first-rate power as long 
as the bulk of its officers are aristo- 
cratic blockheads,

Austin Strong is in town, too, and the 
author of ‘““‘The Little aFther of the Wil- 
derness” «aust be somewhat delighted 
over the hit that his new piece, “The 
Toy Maker of Nuremberg’ has made with 
Charles Frohman. That gentleman, in 
fact, is as nearly in ecstacies over this 
play as hé ever permits himself to be— 
when a manuscript is concerned, any- 
way. “I am so taken with the strength 
and human quelities of it,’’ he said yes- 
terday, ‘“‘that I shall produce it in Lon- 
don and the United States and I do not 
give the slightest thought to the ont- 
come of the play. It is a piece which 1 
must produce. This only proves that 
circumstances, not men, rule It is not 
I, but the irresistible qualities of the 
piay which are answerable for its pro- 
duction.’’ You ‘will agree that is pretty 
strong speaking. 

Margaret Mayo, Whose adaptation of 
“Divoreons’”’ thas served Grace George 
so well at the duke of York’s, is in 
Lonaon also and full of plans, Shee ig 
writing two pieces for Fannie Ward; she 
is confabbing with Mrs. Humphrey of 
the same name over the new a@®ptation 
of the latter’s novel, “The Marriage of 
William Asche,’ which will be used in 
this country, and conducting negotia- 
tions with several English managers. 
But the American dramitist of the hour 
in British eyes is unquestionably Augus- 
tus Thomas—now that his ‘Earl of Paw- 
tucket’”’ has definitely caught on and 
that he has told what he proposes to do 
for Joe Coyne, the American comedian. 

The latter, of course, is now an es< 
tablished London favorite. He joked 
himself into favor in ‘Nelly Neil’ and 
has followed it up by his work in “The 
Merry Widow,’ and it was to be sup- 
posed that his native land would not 
see him for numerous {‘moons.’’ it seems, 
however that when Frohman gets ready 
to eend “Toddiles’” to America, which 
will be early in the coming season, Coyne 
will return to play the hero’s part of 
which Maude made such a laughing suc- 
cess. But immediately after we are to 
have him back here in a piece which Gus 
Thomas ig now writing especielly for 
Coyne’s use, and which will be “The 
Baril of Pewwtucket”’ exactly reversed.

The leading French one now 
in the metropolis is M. Gavault, whose 
piece, “My Wife,’ adapted by Michael 
Morton, is the biggest of thits at the 
Harymarket, and whose newest farce, 
‘Une Affairs Scandaleuse,”’ has just been 
acquired by the management and will be 
adapted by Arthur Shirley. There is 
Hall Caine, tov, who is to the fore again 
because his play, ““The Christian,” which 
scored so hugely in the United tSates, 
fout which failed miserably here, is to 
be tried again at the Lyceum, Irving’s 
former theater, now the home of popular 
melodrama.

Florida Fruit Men Protest. 
(From The New York Commercial.) 
Florida fruit growers have raised tie 

question of the “distance factor’ WU 
railroad rates by complaining to the 
Interstate. commission that they § are 
charged almost as much for carriage 10 
New York as California growers pay. 
One of the instances cited is a rate of 
94 cents a 100 on certain fruits from 
Florida to New York, a distance of lI.- 
200 miles, as compared with rate of 
$1.15 that the Southern Pacific and its 
connections charge from Los Angeles to 
New York, a haul of 3,260 miles. This. 
the Florida growers claim. shows injus- 
tice, which the commission is asked to 
correct. 

The question of discrimination is i1n- 
volved, for the rates are made by dif. 
ferent roads. The real issue, if it reacnes 
a hearing, may result in rehabilitating 
in popular esteem the misleading phrase, 
“all the traffic will bear.’’ The factor 
determining the California rate is the 
competition which the producer of that

Exception to General Rale. 


“It is a general rule that a court 0! 
equity has no jurisdiction to enjoin @ 
criminal prosecution. but there are ©&x- 
eeptions to this rule, that are every- 
where recognized and fully established 
by decisions both of the supreme court 
of the United States, including Alabama, 
and the supreme court of several of the 
United States, and on of those excep- 
tions is, that where a criminal prosecu- 
tion involves, as it does in this case, 
the deprivation of a person of large 
property interests, and the law under 
which the prosecution is threatened 15 
unconstitutional and void, or when the 
facts it may be hela to be unconstitu- 
tional and void, the courts will, for the 
purpose of protecting such property in- 
terests, enjoin the criminal prosecu- 
tions. Another exception {fs that where 
before the commencement of a prosecut- 
tion, a court of equity has taken juris- 
diction of the subject matter in contro- 
versy, and the effect of the prosecution 
will be to ‘interfere with the enforce- 
ment of the rights of the. parties under 
the orders of the court taking Such 
jurisdiction, the court will by 
tion, protect the parties from being de- 
prived by criminal prosecutions, of the 
fruit of its adjudication. Both of these 
exceptions are involved in the present 
ease. The arrest and prosecution of the 
railroad’s officers and agents which has 
been threatened Would be so numerous 
and would so entirely prevent the per- 
formance of their respective duties as 
to make it impossible for the railroad 
to operate without conceding the con- 
' tention of the defendants in the cause, 
and thereby surrendering a large portion 
of the benefits that it would otherwise 
derive from the protection of the court 
pending the litigation, and giving up a 
large amount of money to which it is 
justly entitled, provided it is right in 
its contention.

own, a little revolutionary. But when all is over the scales of justice will 
be balanced as between corporate power and the public, and the temporary 
disturbance will pasa into history, as it has done before, giving place to con- 
ditions of equilibrium and order that will make for greater prosperity and 
growth than the past has yet witnessed. 

Thus the readjustment will be followed by restoration. There will be 
restoration of confidence, both on the part of the corporations and the peo- 
ple—and after all it is confidence that counts most in the making of ma- 
'teria] prosperity and happiness. There will be restoration of values when 
railroad and other corporate stocks and securities will be established at 
their true worth on a basis more stable than any they have yet had. 

There is nothing to be gained by the outcry against those conditions 
which the railroads have brought upon themselves by too long abuse of 
corporate power. The people may be trusted not to impose impossible con- 
ditions; they are not going to press any property to the point of bank- 
ruptey, and if any conditions are established which are found too severe, 
it may be relied upon that they will be modified when such is shown. 

What the corporations themselves should do is to lend a helping hand 
‘in the matter of a conservative, but. thorough and effective readjustment, as 
| in some instances they have already sought to do, and they would witness 
the restoration far more speedily than they had hoped or anticipated.

Sir Samuel Baker in his book on wild 
s says that the power of the jaws 
crocodile is terrific. 
he had the metal of a large hook 
the thickness of ordinary telegraph wire 
eompletély bent together, the barbed 
int being pressed tightly against the 
k and rendered useless. This com- 
éssion was caused by the snap of the 
crocodile’s jaws when seizi a live 
duck which he had used as it, the 
hook fastened beneatn the wing. 
On another occasion he found a fish 
weighing seventy pounds bitten clean 
through as if divided by a knife. This 
again was the work of the snapping 
jaws of a crocodile. 

A Frenchman, Paul Bert, once made 
experiments on the strength of a croco- 
dile’s jaws by means of a dynamometer. 
He found that a crocodile weighing 120 
pounds exerted a force of 306 pounds in 
closing his jaws. An African traveler 
once pushed the butt end of his gun into 
a lion’s mouth and the pressure of tne 
jaws cracked it as though it had been 
struck by a steam hammer.

STOCKS SHOW SLUMP 


Editor Constitution: Referring to the ap- 
parent disposition of the legislature of Geor- 
gia as well as the legislatures of other states 
to diminish the revenues of the railroads and 
at the same time increase thelr burdens of 
taxation and increase the exactions for bet- 
ter equipment, schedules and service, permit 
me to present a few figures showing the mar- 
ket values of the stocks of quite a number 
of leading railroads in the United States « 
year ago and the market values of the same 
stocks at this time. About this time in Au- 
gust, 1906, and at the present time (August, 
1907) the following are the comparative prices 
at which the stocks of the companies named 
were and are sold:

Of these seventeen leading roads it will be 
observed that only the stock of nine (about 
half) of them solid above par a year ago, and 
the stock of only six (about one-third) of 
them sells above par at this time. 

It will also be observed that there has been 
@ tremendous decline in the market values of 
all these properties in the last twelve montha, 
and these are only samples of other toads. In- 
deed, the stock of some roads is not even 
listed on the markets, and doubtless because 
it is not desired either by bona fide pur- 
chasers as a permanent investment or by 
speculators for manipulation. It seenis that 
the Seaboard Air Line is one system whose 
stock has dropped Put of the market. The 
last quotation of its stock that I saw was 
so low that I suppose it is no longer quoted 
at all. : 

The capital stock of a railroad, of course, 
represents the property itself, and it is re- 
markably strange to me that notwithstanding 
this tremendous decline in the market value 
of such stock the property is assessed by our 
state at a much higher valuation than ever 
before for purposes of taxation, and in ad- 
dition to this the franchise, or privilege of 
using and operating the property, is also as- 
sessed at a considerable valuation for pur- 
poses of taxation, and that, too, when the 
franchise or privilege is worth nothing to 
the owners of the property because they can 
not make it earn enough to pay any divi- 
dends, in some instances, and only a very 
trifling dividend in other cases. And now, 
In addition to all this, there is an effort to 
require the raflroads to pay an intome tax 
of 1 per cent on thelr #ross incomes. I could 
give many good reasons why in my humble 
judgment this is wrong and showing that if 
there is not a check to the territble fight be- 
ing made on railroads it is going to result is 
very serious injury to the business interests 
of the whole country and in one of the worst 
financial panics we have ever seen. If raill- 
roads are enjoying such prosperity as some 
claim that they are why has that class of 
property declined so much on the market, 
while all other kinds of property have greatly 
increased in value the past year and for sev- 
eral years? 

We sometimes hear it said that railroad 
stocks are held principally by speculators 
who have no itinterest in keeping up the 
property nor in the people and care for noth- 
ing but to manipulate the stocks in specula- 
tion so as to make their profita by turning 
Oevr the same as often as possible. If this 
statement be true, it seems to me that the 
people and the lawmekers are pyrsuing the 
very policy to bring about this condition of 
wihch they complain. An honest, conservative 
business man who has money to invest and 
who is seeking an honest and permanent 
investment for it where it will pay him a 
fair and reasonable dividend will not be so 
foolish as to put his money in railroad prop- 
erty when he knows the people are not go- 
ing to permit him to make any dividends on 
that sort of investment. Is there a man, 
I mean an honest, conservative business man, 
in Georgia who cares to invest his money in 
any of the railroads I have mentioned? [If so, 
the stock is on the market and can be 
bought any day, and bought cheap. Is there 
a member of the Georgia legislatiure whe 
copes to make such an investment? If not, 
why not? Certainly if they thought ft would 
pay, and they have money to invest, they 
would invest it that way, for what every man 
wants fs a paying investment. It does occur 
to me that it would be the part of wisdom 
for our lawmakers and our people to ,pursue 
a policy that would be calculated to induce 
our home people who have money to invest 
and become interested in these great railroads 
that enter or pass through our state. But 
men of means here as well as elsewhere 
are afraid of any such investment because 
they know that in view of the unfriendly at- 
titude of the people and the lawmakers they 
would not be permitted to earn any dividends. 
Suppose a man made such an investment @ 
year ago, where does he stand today if he 
still holds the stock?

How to Speak Correctly.

Many people, for example, fairly well edu- 
eated people, too, don’t know how to pro- 
nounce the letter that follows g. And as for 
spelling the name of aitch some of these 
people would be astonished to hear that the 
letter had a name. The letter that follows 
v is frequently pronounced as if it were 
double-yer instead of double-u. A fault, 
often noticed among singers and actors, is 
the giving of a fictitious value to the latter 
1, which makes it sound very like the Ital- 
ian liquid dauble-l. 

Say the alphabet aloud, and when you have 
finished ask yourself if every letter would 
be perfectly distinct and intelligible to any- 
one who might be lisjening. Here lies the 
fundamental principle ' all speaking; every 
element of every spoken word should be dis- 
tinct and intelligible. In repeating the alpha- 
bet each letter ought to make a 0perfect 
escape from the lips of the speaker. Does it 
make such an escape when you say it? Do 
you send it out vigorously? Watch yourself 
as you speak each letter and see what hap- 
pens to it. If it gives you the sense of hang- 
ing about your Hps. or if it does not seem 
absolutely to separate itself from you, or if 
it drops into your throat, say it again and 
will it to go boldly out. Try to think of it 
as being outside yourself, as a thing apart. 
When you succeed in thinking of it in this 
way, If you don’t care for words, or if you 
have never thought about them, you will 
have taken the first step toward the mastery 
6f good speech. To speak well you must love 
words and their elements. You must love in- 
dividual letters.

PARADISE FISHES. 

Nine at New York Aquarium from 
the Other Side of the World. 
(From The New York Sun.) 
Captain Percy Watson, of the steam- 
ship Muncaster Castle, has presented to 
the aquarium nine little paradise fishes, 
each about an inch and a half in length, 
which he brought with him on his last 
voyage from China and Japan to this port. 
They had bfen four months in the jar in 
which they were thus brought, over many 
seas, from half way around the world, 
but with proper care they were landed 

here in good condition. 

The aquarium hag recently received 
from R. E. Van Keuren, of Honesdale. 
Pa., a pair of adult paradise fishes, the 
male of which, considerably the larger 
of the two, is about three and a half 
inches long. The female of this pair has 
deposited eggs since it was received, and 
the male is now, after the manner of its 
kind, guarding the nest. 

The male paradise fish is not only the 
larger but the more strikingly marked. 
It has a golden yellow body with narrow 
pale blue bands. At the point of each 
gill cover is a bright green spot with an 
orange line around the outer edge. Its 
fins are long and delicate and feathery 
and marked with the same colors as the 
body, while some of its spines project 
beyond the fins in slender filaments of 
green or blue. A beautiful little fish is 
the paradise fish.

ILAST DAY IN THE HOUSE. 
WAS A GREAT TALKFEST 


What Representatives Did and Said on Various 
Measures and Amendments—Johnson Resolu- 
tion Was Not Considered, ~ 


As soon ag the house meet at 9 
o'clock yesterday morning the Dill by 
Senator Stapleton was passed, provid- 
ing that in future all pensions of $50 
or over be paid quarterly, instead of 
annually. These dates were March !;, 
June 1t, September !, and December 1¥. 

The next senate bill passed was that 
of Senator Deen authorizing the secre- 
tary of state to allow amendments to 
corporation charters to secure increases 
in capital stock. 

To expedite matters Mr, Candler, of 
DeKalb secured the adoption of a res- 
olution limiting all debate for the rest 
of the session to speeches of five minulés 
each, 

Mr. Johnsaf, of Jasper, asked unan- 
resolution 
asking for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate the freight rate 
situation taken up and acted upon. Mr. 
Williams, of Laurens, objected and pre- 
vented action on this important resolu- 
tion. 

There was no appropriation involved 
and the resolution could have been acted 
upon in two minutes but for Some un- 
known reason was blocked. The resolu- 
tion calls for a house committee Of 
five to be appointed by the speaker, who 
shall investigate why it is that with 
reduced freight rates the prices to con- 
sumers continue to climb. 

With reference to the 
made, Mr. Johnson said: 

“Upon a resolution of such importance 
I had hoped that there would be no 
objection to its immediate considera- 
tion. The resolution carried no appro- 
priation and no one could object upon 
that ground. There were several ob- 
jection. Mr. Williams, of Laurens, ada- 
ministration leader upon the floor being 
noticeable among them. Of course, it 
can be readily seen that after all prom- 
ises made to the people relative to the 
effect of reduced freight rates upon the 
price to the consumer, an investigation 
was not wanted by the ‘powers that 
be.’ But the great fact remains, and 
the people are rapidly realizing it, that 
the consumer has not received the Den- 
efit of these reduced freight rates.’ 

The resolution recites a number of 
specific instances and asks the com- 
mittee to find out who is getting the 
benefit of the freight rates, since the 
consumer is not. 

The objection by Mr. Williams blocks 
the resolution for the session. 

Special Orders Set. 

To further facilitate matters, the 
rules committee set a number of spe- 
cial orders. The first was to take up 
the bill to remove the county seat of 
Irwin county from Irwinville to Ocilla. 
A lively debate followed, but it was 
adopted. The bill giving the right of 
eminent domain to water-power com- 
panies and the prohibition narcotic 
drug bills were set as special orders. 

The general tax act was called up by 
Mr. Wise of Fayette to agree to the 
senate amendment, The house got busy 
on-disagreeing to the proposed amend- 
ments. The first two raised.the tax on 
patent medicine vendors from $50 to 
$100, and on industrial insurance spe- 
cial agents from $25 to $50. Both were 
disagreed to. 

The house concurred in the amend- 
ment taxing all sellers of bottled soft 
drinks $250 each. Also the tax from 
$50 to $100 on collecting agents. 

The Cigarette Act. 

The next was to raise the tax on 
cigarette dealers from $10 to $100 each. 
Mr. Hall asked if this would not put 
it in the hands of the trust. Mr. Wise 
said it would put it into the hands of 
a few, and asked the house to disagree

Mr. Bell of Fulton spoke against 
disagreeing to the amendment. 

Mr. Hall of Bibb said the tax bill 
was for revenue only, and not for pro- 
hibition measures. 

Mr. Wright of Floyd opposed the dis- 
agreeing amendment, and moved as a 
substitute that the house concur in 
this amendment. The house refused to 
concur in the senate amendment rais- 
ing the tax from $10 to 3100 by the 
close vote of 74 to 75. 

Upon the motion of Mr. Wise to dis- 
agree to the senate amendment, the 
aye and nay vote was ordered, and the 
motion was lost by a vote of 78 to 92, 
just reversing the previous vote. 

Before the vote was called for con- 
currence. Mr. Dean, of Floyd, offered 
an amendment io fix the cigarette tax 
at $99, and Mr. Wise, of Fayette, of- 
fered a subsequent amendment to fix 
the tax at $25, insteag of $100, offered 
by the senate, or $10 by the house. 

A lively debate followed On these 
amendments, participated in Dy Mr. 
Wise, of Fayette, in favor of the $10 
on $25 tax; by Mr. Wright, of Floyd, 
in favor of the $100 tax; by Mr, Hall, 
of Bibb, in favor of the $10 tax. 

‘“T am in favor of seeing them prohib- 
iteg for sale in the state, but this is not 
the place.’’ 

It was nearly noon before the previous 
question was called on the 
amendments. 

The house voted not to reconsider by 
a vote of 57 to 67, splitting again. The 


tory tax were not placed Peters and De- 
catur streets “would become a hell on 
earth.” 

Mr. Burwell, of Hancock, called the 
previous question, shutting off debate. 

Mr. Wright called for the ayes and 
nays. 

It looked like old times to see Mr. 
Adams, of Chatham, the hero of eleven 
filibuster speeches on the prohibition 
bill, arise to explain his vote on the pro- 
hibition of locker-tax amendment. He 
declared that this was just an open- 
ing wedge for searching an: My persons 
for whisky, which, if found, is prima 
facie evidence of guilt as to breaking the 
law.”’ 

Flanders for the Tax. 


Mr. Flanders, of Johnson, declared he 
never heard of a club until he came to 
Atlanta. He said that the fact that the 
“antis’’ were so for the tax made 
him think that they considered it a suf- 
ficient dodge with which to hide behind. 
He said clubs could spring up all over 
the state and do more harm than bar- 
rooms. 

Mr. Foster, of Cobb, said that “locker 
clubs’’ would hurt the good name of Pro- 
hibition Georgia. 

Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, said he was 
a@ prohibitionist, but thought right should 
prevail, and, therefore, he favored a 
conference committee to adjust the pend- 
ing differences and voted aye. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, said if the prohibi- 
tion bill was defective the tax act was 
no place to correct it. 

Mr. Heard, of Dooly, said the appeal 
of Mr. Wright, of Floyd, for this $300 
tax had tarried the conviction that this 
would settle the prohibition question for 
all time, and, therefore he voted “aye.” 

Mr. Hines, another anti-prohibitionist 
leader, spoke in favor of the $300 tax. 

Mr. Neel, of the Hardman-Neel-Cov- 
ington prohibition bill; stated that he 
urged that this locker tax be deferred 
until the prohibition law had been tested. 
He explained his vote, and cast it no. 

Mr. Payton, of Worth, explained that 
he left the prohibition bill to the lead- 
ers, and as a prohibitionists voted to 
Support that bill, but was against the

LARGER FUND 
FOR SCHOOLS 
SAY SENATORS 


Con.inittee Amendment Adopted 
Yesterday by the Upper 
House 


TWO STATE IASTITUTIONS 
WERE GRANTED INCREASE 


In Practically All Other Respects 
the Bill Was Adopted as Passed 
by the House—All of the 
Day Was Spent on 
the Bill. 


After discussing the appropriation bill 
from 10 o’clock yesterday morning until 
6:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
bill was passed by a vote of 36 to 0, but 
not until after several important amend- 
ments had been added by the senate 

The amendment of Senator Steed, mak- 
ing the public school appropriation $2,- 
000,000 for 1908, and $2,260,000 for 
1909, instead of $1,850,000 for 1908, and 
$2,000,000 for i909, was adopted by vote 
of 33 to 8. 

The increased appropriation of $5,000 
to the Girls’ Norma] and Industrial col- 
lege, at Milledgeville, making the appro- 
priation for that institution $35,000 in- 
stead of $30,000, was adopted, as was 
the amendment of Senator Taylor to 
add $6,000 to the appropriation to the 
schoo] of the Deaf and Dumb, making 
that appropriation $42,500 instead of 
$37,500. The other proposed important 
amendments were defeated. 

The Morning Session. 

The bill by Senator Brock to amend the 
alternative road law, so as to require 
four davs' work instead of two on the 
public roeds was passed with little op- 
position the senate met yesterday 
morning. 

Two measures, one providing for the 
retirement of state bonds, and the other 
authorizing. the governor to borrow 
$200,000 to meet the casual deficiency, 
were passed without discussion. 

Senator Hawes made an effort to have 
the special appropriation bills which 
had been placed upon the table in the 
appropriation committee, allowing spe- 
cial funds to the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college, the State Normal 
school, and other institutions of learn- 
ing, taken from the appropriation com- 
mittee and 
on education, but since his motion was 
to suspend the rules, it was defeated. 

The bill providing for the increase of 
the salary of the insurance clerks in the 
comptroller general's office, which was 
defeated in the senate, was reconsid- 
ered by vote of 20 to 16 on motion of 
Senator Howard. 

The general appropriation bill 
next considered section by section. An 
amendment, making the salary of the 
clerk of the secretary of state $1,000, 
was adopted. 

The chairman of the appropriation 
committee stated that {n 1907, according 
to the estimate of the comptroller gén- 
eral, there would be $709,000.000 worth 
of taxable property in the state, and if 
the 5 mills was approved something like 
$3,545,000 would be collected in taxes 
from this source, and about $1,000,000 
from other sources, which would make 
in the neighborhood of $4,545,000 taxes 
for 1907. The new estimate makes an 
increase of nearly sixty million dollars 
in taxable property. 

An amendment by Senator Taylor, to 
increase the appropriation for the Geor- 
gia School for the Deaf and Dumb from 
$37,500 to $42,000, the increased amount 
to be used for the purchase of land, and 
the repair of the school bulldings, was 
adopted. 

A discussion over an amendment to in- 
crease the appropriation to the Georgia 
School of Technology was precipitated, 
and in progress when the senate ad- 
journed to meet again at 3 o'clock. 

The Afternoon Session. 

A motion was adopted to limit debate 
to three minutes Instead of ten, and the 
consideration of the appropriation bill 
was again faken up when i.ie senate 
met for the afternoon session. 

Senator Hardman spoke in favor of 
the amendment of Senator W..liford to 
increase the appropriation of the Georgia 
Technological school to $65,000 instead 
of $60,000, Senators Knight and Uver- 
street spoke against the larger appro- 
priation, and Senator Knight offered an 
@mendment to make the appropriation 
$55,000 instead of $60,000, the vote 
showed !7 to |5 against the Williford 
amendment and 26 to 9 against the 
amendment of Senator Knight, the ap- 
propriation being held at $60,000. 

The amendment to give to the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial College at Mil- 
ledgeville $35,000 instead of $30,000 was 
next taken up.

‘ts the right kind of man and the ques- 
tion of where he hails from is wholly 
unimportant. The convention should not 
give a thought to the question of lo- 
cality.”’ 

Mr. Taggart suggests that if Mr. 
con .knows of a suitable man for 
democratic nomination it would be 
tirely proper for him to present the gen- 
tleman’s name to the national conven- 
tion, but that the fact of such a candi- 
date being a southerner should carry no 
weight. 

Senator Bankhead’s suggestion that 
Judge George Gray, of Delaware, would 
“win over more republican votes than 
any other man,” has aroused some in- 
‘terest among Indiana politicians, but the 
impression is strong in this section that 
Bryan will be the nominee. In _ fact, 
many leaders in the party declare that 
‘no other name will be considered. 

National Committeeman Woodson, of 
Kentucky, is also of tne opinion that 
-Bryan will carry everything before him 
in the national convention. He says 
that the “favorite sons’’ are not going to 
allow their names to be presented mere- 
ly to be shot down, and he makes the 
prediction that Bryan will be nominated 
by acclamation.

The annuity, long popular in most Eu- 
ropean countries, may yet give the 
thrifty American workingman a chance 
to provide voluntarily for his old age 
instead of being taxed by the state or by 
his employer on that account. In Ger- 
many life and old age insurance is com- 
pulsory. That may be ail right for the 
Germans, if they like it, but that isn’t 
the American way. We don't believe in 
making the individua] merely a ward of 
the state. Onur idea js to encourage him 
to do things on his own hook; to look 
out for himself instead of being looked 
out fer. 

That is why schemes by which the 
state is to pension people are never se- 
riougsly entertained in the United States. 
Massachusetts for several years past 
has had experience with an agitation, 
carried on energetically by a small group 
of well-meaning persons, for 'the estab- 
lishment of a system by which the work- 
man will automatically pay taxes during 
his productive years and automatically 
come into a pension after he has pass- 
ed a certain age or has become disabled. 
This plan would be compulsory. No @s- 
cape from the taxation. No choice in 
the matter. As the average American 
does not like to have virtues rammed 
down his throat, he has not shown great 
enthusiasm for this method of giving 
him a pension. 

A much more American scheme of old 
age pensions is offered by the savings 
annuity, so say enthusiastic promoters 
of the plan by which savings Danks of 
the Bay state have been authorized at 
any time after November |, 1907, to es- 
tablish departments for dealings in an- 
nuities as well as in small industrial 
life insurance policies. Because of the 
opposition of certain interests to the 
idea of a savings institution issuing life 
policies—though insurance is basically 
only a form of savings—lese public at- 
tention has been directed to the impor- 
tance of the provisions in the Brandeis- 
White bfll regarding annuities of $200 
each which any resident of Massachu- 
setts may purchase of any savings bank 
which takes advantage of the permis- 
sion granted by the new haw. 

Yet a chance is rlly of$>red, which, 
if the departure is found successful in 
one American state, will almost cer- 
tainly be taken up in others, for enab- 
ling persons of thrift and foresight to 
pension themselves, in the most eco- 
nomical manner possible. Henceforth it 
will be “up” to the forehanded. 

Annuities, to be sure, have been less 
in vogue in this country than in most 
countries up to this time. There have 
been greater profits for insurance com- 
panies in handling the various kinds of 
life policies. Annuities have been is- 
sued for the most part as gifts from

in Massachusetts. The problem is to 
discover if any considerable number of 
people are willing to do their duty by 
theme@elves and their families without 
being led to do so by a persuasive ager. 
Under the law the banks are not to em- 
ploy solicitors to sell either annuities 
or policies. The business will be strict- 
ly “over the counter.”’ There § will, 
doubtless be no reasons wny the advan- 
tages of this plan of voluntary old age 
pensioning should not be set forth in 
the form of such advertising as these in- 
stitutions do in the local press. 

If successful, the scheme will carry 
out in the UnitedeStates ideas which 
have belonged to the conception of the 
annuity from the beginning. The 
mathematics of the arrangement by 
which a sum of money, either in a 
single payment or a series of payments, 
can be so applied at compound interest 
as to produce annual payments of a 
fixed amount during the remaining life 
time of an average individual was first 
worked out by no less a personage than 
the grand pensionary of Holland, John 
Dewftt, the statesman, who so often 
led the Dutch to victory against the 
English. 

DeWitt, who had become interested 
in speculations then current regarding 
probabilities in games of chance, was 
the first to establish for philanthropic 
purposes tables of mortality, based on 
the register of births and deaths in 
Dutch parishes. He wrote and pre 
sented to the states-general of his na- 
tion a treatise on “life annutities,”’ in 
which were laid down practically all 
the principles now in use. His was 
really a remarkable achievement. Most 
of the other mathematicians of the age 
—like the gentle and pious Pascal—were 
engaged in the less humanitarian task 
of discovering by what calculations 
they could break the bank at dice or 
cards. Some time after DeWitt’s tragic 


death at the hands of an ungrateful 
populace others developed the details of 
his scheme. Among them, it is well 
remembered, was the French philosopher, 
Condorcet, who proved by mathematical 
tables that the human race would soon 
be perfect and immorta]. He committed 
suicide, unfortunately, before he had 
‘illustrated his own theory. 

1 Throughout the eighteenth century, 
when philosophical and practical de- 
signs for the benefit of humanity were 
popular, mathematicians were  perfect- 
ing the arrangements by which annuities 
could be issued. Soon associations be- 
gun to handie them as a business of a 
beneficient character. The Laudable 
Society of London, for the benefit of 
widows,’’ was begun in 1|76!, while the 
London Annuity Society was establish- 
ed in 1765. Throughout Great Britain 
voluntary annuity associations were 
formed, many of which have lasted 
down to this day. Part of the work of 
the ideal savings institution, as outlin- 
ed in 1807 by Samuel Whitbread, the 
whig reformer, was to provide annuities 
on favorable terms. Bminent mathema- 
ticians, like the Rev. Dr. Price, gave 
time and study to the theory of “re- 
versionary payments.’ In British life, 
as every reader of English novels learns, 
the annuity has long been a very im- 
portant feature.

This book contains not a little home 
ly philosophy of life—of the kind the 
author of “Poor Richards Almanac’ 
must have approved, and a lot of disa- 
greements with the mortality tables 
used in Great Britain. The census of 
Massachusetts ordered by Lieutenant 
Governor Hutchinson is used to illus- 
trate the author's points. 

Renewed interest in this whole subject 
of the annuity is predicted in this coun- 
try as a result of the general establish- 
ment of “savings and insurance” banks. 
Although rates, based on specific tables 
of mortality, must obviously be pre- 
pared by a state actuary, it is possible 
to show tn a general way how easily an 
individual can pension himself under 
the annuity system. Suppose a man of 
thirty-five earning the good wages that 
are universal in this era of prosperity 
carries perhaps a little life insurance 
that affords present protection for his 
family. But his children are already 
growing up. What he has most se- 
riously to consider henceforth is not the 
chance of early death, but how not to be- 
come a burden to others after the pro- 
ductive years are ever; for men wear 
out early in this strenuous age. 

Such a man, earning, say, thirty or 
thirty-five dollars a week, might con- 
tract with three gavings banks for ‘‘de- 
ferred’ annuities’ of $!00 each, to begin 
when he is fifty. That would mean 
that for the remainder of his life after

doubtless involve protection to those who

that age he would have an anmual pen-| 
sion of $300. The exact cost of such 
protection during old age in an American 
community cannot be stated. That will 
have to be determined by a state actuary 
under the new savings insurance plan. 
Based, however, on the classic English 
tables, the man’s annual contribution be- 
tween the ages of 35 and 50, in order to 
effect the purchase of these three an- 
nuities of $100 each, would amount to 
about $180—by no means an impossible 
saving for a man earning $1,500 or 
more. And in no other way—unless 
through the accident of lucky specula- 
tions—could a wage-earnetr’s savings be 
made to yield for him so large an in- 
come, available at just the time of life 
when he is most likely otherwise to pe- 
come dependent upon the charity of rel- 
atives. Many other forms of annuity be- 
sides the foregoing, are, of course, pos- 
sible. Some involve payment of a lump 
sum at the date from which the pension- 
ing payments are made; others of a 
lump sum to be put on compound inter- 
est years before this date. The scheme

Iowa Governor Says the “Stand- 
patters” Will Be Defeated—Cume- 
mins Says That Iowa Re-« 
publicans Are for Roose« 
velt or Some Man 
Like Him. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, August 17.—(Spectal.) 
Governor A. B. Cummins, of lowa, stop- 
ped over in this city en route from Peeb- 
les, Ohio, where he addressed the Chau- 
tauqua yesterday. While here Governor 
Cummins talked freely on the political 
Situation and expressed himself as earn- 
estly in favor of revising the tariff. “T 
have been a tariff revisionist for six 
years,” he said, “and there was no time 
during that period when I have not 
been ready to say ‘revise the tariff 
now.’” 

Continuing, Governor Cummins said: 

“There are two distinct factions in the 
republican party of the nation. One 
stands for the revision of the tariff and 
the regulation of commerce under proper 
restrictions. The other party is composed 
of stand-patters. I am for tariff revi- 
sion. The work has only just begun, 
but its fruition is not far off. It may 
not come until after the next presiden- 
tial campaign, but it will surely come. 

“Inlowa we are for Roosevelt, or some 
man who represents his policies. Look- 
ing over the list of that kind of men 
we can see that it Is not very large. If 
the accredited delegates to the next con- 
vention declare for Roosevelt, I do not 
see how he can refuse to obey the call

RAILROADING 
IN NORTH STATE 


It Is Exceedingly Costly, Ac- 
cording to a Railroad 
Witness, 


New York, August I17—John M. Daly, 
of Chicago, an accountant, was a wit- 
ness today before former Judge Mont- 
gomery, who has been appointed master 
by Federal Judge Pritchard to take tes- 
timony that will determine whether or 
not the 2 |-4 passenger law is confisca- 
tory. 

Mr, Daley, for the railroads, gave va- 
rious figures showing the cost of run- 
ning a railroad. He said it cost three 


times as much for local hauling as it 
does for hauling trains over a direct 
100-mile stretch or a longer distance. 
Former Congressman Woodward, one 
of the representatives of the North Car- 
Olina corporation commission, cross-ex- 
amined Mr. Daley, who said that North 
Carolina was one of the expensive states 
in which to operate a railroad. There 
were few large cities in North Carolina 
and consequently there was no very 
large volume of business either from a 
freight or passenger standpoint. Mr. Da- 
ley said that in [Illinois 80,000 pounds 
of grain or 100,000 pounds of coal were 
loaded on a car, while in North Caro- 
lina 1,600 pounds of tobacco constitute 
acar load. The witness said he thought 


about 70. per cent of the railroad busi- 


ness in North Carolina was dong in haul- 
ing lumber. 

The investigation was adjourned until

New York, August !I7—.The tenth 
annual issue of F. T. Janes’ “Fighting 
Ships of 1907," which is one of the 
recognized authorities.on the navies of 
the world, and which has just been pub- 
lished in (Lomion, puts the United 
States second among the naval powers 
of the world, with England first. 

Speaking of the United States navy 
Mr. Janes, in his preface, says: 

“The extraordinary high figures for 
the United States ships afford food for 
considerable thovght, for both fn ships 
with high-powered guns or impervious 
to vital injury at long range the 
United States fleet is superior to any 
other navy in the world. Even by thg 
inclusion of the .40 calibre, twelve-inci 
types, extinct so far as new ships are 
concerned, the United States is an ex- 
tremely good second, and the corre- 
sponding lead in invulnerability outside 
7,000 yards is considerably increased.” 

For the first time the navies of Mex- 
ico and Peru are included in the book 
this year. Mexico has eight vessels in 
commission and two small cruisers ang 
tight torpedo boats authorized. 

The Peruvian navy consists of two 
small cruisers and several gunboats.

MRS. DECKER’S ADDRESS ON CHAUTAUQUA FEDERATION DAY. 


Federation day was obesrved at Chat- 
teanooga July !7. The Woman's Club of 
Chattanooga had arranged a program for 
the occasion, the chief feature being an 
address by Mrs. Sarah Platt, Decker, 
president of the general federation. 

Mrs. Decker spoke on ‘“‘The Old Wom- 
an and the New Club,” bringing out 
the ideas presented to women by the 
club and its value as a mental and 
epiritual tonic.

While at the Inside Inn at the James- 
town exposition, awaiting Georgia day, 
we received the following telegram 
from a cousin in Richmond: “Meet us 
at Williamsburg tomorrow. i am 
coming with my whole clan twenty 
strong.” We met them—children and 
granchildren, babies and all—the 
“clan” of this big-hearted Virginia 
gentleman, about whom there is noth- 
ing small, not even his family! And so 
a “golden day’ was added to our 


calendar, whose radiance dawned with 
the welcoming smile upon the serene 
face of the gentle mother of the clan. 

The screeching of the steam whistle 
at the Williamsburg station seemed a 
curious anachronism, a noisy, pushing 
impertinence, a strident voice of lat- 
ter-day vulgar haste. But when the 
big engine had rolled away, puffing 
and blowing and screaming as if in 
mischievous and irreverent effort to 
dsturb the archaic dreams of the fast- 
asleep town, the “exceeding peace” 
which always dwells in Williamsburg, 
fell upon our hilarious spirits. We 
wandered about the streets with hush- 
ed voices and reverent eyes. 
throbbing pulse of the gay, stirring, 
rebellious heart of the old capital of 
Virginia had been still for a century. 

Bruton Church. 

On entering Bruton church, the eye is 
first attracted on the right of the 
chancel to the novel sight of the gov- 
ernor’s seat, high canopied and richly 
upholstered in crimson and gilt. The 
high-backed chair is railed off from the 
“common folk,” and the name Alex- 
ander Spotswood in gold lettering runs 
around the top of the canopy. At 
once you realize that this was indeed 
the court church of the  vice-regal 
court at Williamsburg, and that you 
are in old colonial Virginia. The lines, 
‘sie rode with Spotswood and Spots- 
wood men,” the knights of the ‘Golden 
Horse Shoe,”’ run through the brain, 
and the knightly figure of Raleigh, 
the chivalric founder of the colony, and 
brave John Smith and a score of 
others, heroes of that elder day, come 
from out the shadowy past, and hover 
about one. You look at the quaint old 
pulpit, on the left of the church, with 
its high-sounding board, and then 
glance down at the pew on your 
right, which bears the name of George 
Washington, and opposite the plate on 
the pew reads Thomas Jefferson, and 
next are James Madison and the seven 
signers of the Declaration of Independ-

ence, and Peyton Randolph and Patrick 
and the doughty members of 
the house of burgesses who worshiped 
here, and whose liberty-loving spirits 
fired the world with their brave pro- 
tests against tyrrany. When you read 
these names, suddenly the church 
seems full of the men who bore them, 
and vou are surrounded by that good- 
ly company of heroes who made Vir- 
ginia and America, the cradle of 
liberty. The magic spell is upon you. 
You turn cold and burning hot with 
high enthusiasm and the glory of the 
vision. You are roused from = your 
trance by the pleasant voice of the 
young minister—an Atlantan, by the 
way—Mr. John Wing, who is saying: 
“Now we will go down into the crypt.” 


The Crpyt. 
There are treasures in the crypt in- 


deed. We follow in a dazed fashion, 
and are shown the Jamestown com- 
mission service; the commission silver 
bearing the coat of arms of King 
George III: the ancient 
silver of the College of William and 
Mary; the colonial prayer book, with 
the prayer for the president pasted 
over the prayer for King George III; 
a parish register of i662, the pre- 
revolutionary Bible; coins found while 
excavating in the church, and brass 
head-tack letters and figures by which 
some of the graves in the aisles and 
chancel were identified. We are told 
that the date of parish was !632: firat 
brick church 1674-83; present church 
1710-16. Precious and deeply inter- 
esting, but I imagined that I could 
hear the tread of that “knightly com- 
pany” upstairs, who Iet neither silver 
nor gold nor the glitter of the vice- 
regal court at Williamsburg seduce 
them from their love of liberty, nor 
dull their hatred of tyrrany in its 
slightest exercise. Ah! there were 
giants in those days among those Vir- 
ginia pioneers, in whose veins ran the 
hot blood of the cavalier, who loved

Is 
it any wonder that in such environ- 
ment the boy's dreamy aspirations 
crystallized into the high resolve of be- 
coming a patriot and statesman? For 
in those stormy days preceding the 
revolution this little Benton parish 
church was a very Pantheon of living 
heroes. 

Fiske, the New England historian, 
Says that ‘“‘the five men who more than 
any otherg have shaped the future of 
American history were Washington, 
Jefferson, Madison, Marshall and Ham- 
ilton.”’ All but Hamilton were Vir- 
ginians anda worshiners at Bruton 
church, and two of them were students 
of the College of William and Mary. 
Distinction unrivaled for the state, 
the church, the college. 

And now we walk into the church 
yard, under venera@te trees, among 
crumbling grave stones and see the 
Pocahontas baptismal font and the 
tombs of the Custis children and Colo- 
nial Governor Knott. 


Points of Interest. 


We are shown the home of George 
Wythe, the signer of the Declaration, 
the teacher of Jefferson, Monroe and 
Marshall. Great teacher of greater 
pup!is! Inspirer of high thoughts anda 
immortal deeds! One of the students 
at William and Mary, Jefferson, wrote 
the declaration, three were  presi- 
dents, and another, John Mar- 
shall, was chief justice of 
the United States. The headquarters 
of Washington, the site of the first 
theater in America, 1732, the Ancient 
Palace green on the right hand of 
which is the fictional home of Audrey, 
and several ancient colonial homes are 
pointed out to us. If any vestige re- 
maing of the ola Raleigh tavern, whose 
“Apollo” room was famous as the gath- 
ering place of the burgesses, who, af- 
ter their dismissal in 1769 asked an 
agreement not to use or import any ar- 
ticle upon which a tax is laid—it was 
not shown to us. 

The Old Powder Horn. 

The old powder horn or powder mag- 
azine, a curious hexagonal building, 
has been admirably restored and stands 
as a reminder of that dramatic scene 
in Virginia history in 1775 when, after 
Lora Dunmore had removed the pow- 
der from the magazine into one of the 
vessels in the James, fearing an up- 
rising of the colonists, Patrick Henry, 
with gn armed force from Hanover, 
Stalked into the governor's presence 
and demanded the return of the powder 
or its equivalent in money. Lord Dun- 
more, looking into those dauntless 
eves, beholds the» dauntless soul of the 
“Firebrand of the Revolution” behind 
them, and yields at once and pays 
down £330 sterling. Patrick Henry,

with splendid audacity. seizes a pen 
and signs the receipt, “Patrick Henry, 
Jr.” making himself alone responsible 
for this act of high treason, and then, 
that there may be no doubt as to his 
Signature, he has it attested by two 
distinguished gentlemen. What heroic 
daring! What impassioned love of 
liberty! While Peyton Randolph and 
Richard Henry Lee counsel caution.

The collector of antiquities is usually @ 
echolariy man. well versed in the history, 
manners and customs of the long dead people 
with whose household goods he decorates his 
rooms.

Much of the corn is cut’and laid on 
the banks of the canal until the peopie 
have time to husk and shell it. Then 
the leaves are stripped off the fodder, 
and the stalks are tied up and laid on 
the tops of the houses for fuel. 

Camels as Hay Racks. 


The chief means of carrying farm prod- 
uce from one place to another is on bul- 
locks and camels. The came! is taken 
out into the corn field while the harvest- 
ing is going on. As the men cut the 
corn they tie it up into great bundles 
and hang one on each side of his hump. 
The ordinary camel can carry about one- 
fifth as much as one horse hitched to a 
wagon or one-tenth as much as a two- 
horse team. Hay, straw and green clover 
are often carried from the fields to the 
markets on camels. Such crops are put 
up in a bag-like network which fits over 
the camel's hump, and makes him look 
like a hay or straw stack walking off 
upon legs. Some of the farmers, who 
cannot afford camels, use donkeys for 
such purposes, and these little animals 
may often be seen going along the narrow 
roads carrying bags of grain balanced 
upon their backs. 

A Land of Wheat and Barley. 

I have always looked upon Egypt as 
devoted to sugar and cotton. I find it a 
land of wheat and barley as well. It 
has also a big yield of clover and corn. 
The sugar and cotton fields all told 
cover about a million and a half acres, 
and they take up only about one-fouyth 
of the tillable land. There is twice as 
much farming country devoted to grain. 
The wheat and barley fields cover 1,750,- 
000 acres and there are more than a 
million acres in Indian corn. There are 
something like 500,000 acres in millet and 
sorghum. The delta raises almost all of 
the cotton and some of the sugar. Cen- 
tral and upper Egypt are grain countries, 
and in central Egypt Indian and Kaffir 
corn are the chief summer crops, Kaffir 
corn is, to a large extent, the food of 
the poorer fellahs, and it is eaten Dy

Stock Farming in Egypt. 

Egypt is a great stock country. For 
small size it supports, I venture, as 
many animals as any other part of tne 
world. The Nile valley is peppered with 
camels, donkeys, buffaloes and Sheep, 
either watched by herders or tied to 
stakes, grazing on clover and other 
No animal is allowed to run at 
for there are no fences and the 
cattle thief everywhere in evidence. 
The fellahs are as shrewd as any people 
the world over, and a strayed animal] 
would be difficult to recover. Much of 
the stock is watched by children. I see 
buffaloes feeding in the green lields 
with naked brown boys sitting on their 
backs and whipping them this way and 
if they attempt to get into the 
crops adjoining. The sheep and goats are 
often watched by the children or by 
men who are too old to do hard work. 
The donkeys, camels and cows are 
usually tied to stakes and can only feed 
as far as their ropes will reach. 

The sheep of Egypt are fine. Many of 
them are of the fat-tailed variety, some 
brown and some white. The goats and 
sheep feed towether, and there are some 
goats in almost every flock of the for- 
mer. 

The donkey is the chief riding animal 
used by mé€n, women and cnildren,

|} Out in the country shoes, stockings and 


underclothes are conyparatively unknown; 
it is only upon dress-up occasions 
that a man or woman puts on slippers. 
The cooking and housekeeping is done 
entirely by the women. The chief food 
is a coarse bread made of corn or millet. 
This is baked in thick cakes and is 
broken up and dipped into a Kind of a 
bean stew seasoned with salt, peppe: 
and onions. Almost every sort of vege- 
table grows well here, and onions and to- 
matoes are raised for export. The ordin- 
ary peasant seldom has meat, and it is 
only the rich who can afford Yiutton or 
beef. At a big feast on the occasion 
of a wedding a farming nabob sometimes 
brings in a sheep which has been cooked 
whole. It ig eaten without forks, and is 
torn limb from limb, pieces being cut 
by the guests with their knives. 
Every one in Egypt who can afford 
smokes.
